“It just 
Says we’re interested and may wish 
to participate.” 

Should the county decide there 
are indeed some areas that need to 
be moved or bought out, the county 
will then file an application. 

Webb explained that funding for 
that comes from the federal and 
local government agencies.

Meanwhile the senior citizens 
aré meeting at the Biva Asseniiy 
of God; the police department is 
headquartered at the airport and 
city hall is in the’ old 
Guard/Reserve Center on Claxton 
Avenue.

Chief suspends 
Patrick without pay

An investigation by the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation (ABI) has 
resulted in the arrest of an Elba 
police officer. 

Michael Patrick, 44, of 333 Plant 
Ave., Elba, AL, has been arrested 
and charged with two counts of theft 
by deception - a misdemeanor. 

The 15-year veteran in law 
enforcement turned himself in to the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Department 
last Thursday where he was arrest- 
ed. 

Patrick, after being processed into 
jail, was released on a $500 bond on 
each charge. His initial court 
appearance has been set for May 5, 
1998, in Elba. 


Several weeks ago a complaint 
was filed against Patrick by Banny 
Cooper, owner of Elba Pawn & 
Gun. 

After an initial investigation of 
the complaint by the Elba Police 
Department, the matter was turned 
over to the ABI so as to prevent any 
conflict of interest. 

According to Elba Police Chief 
R. W. “Ronnie” Whitworth, Patrick 
has been suspended without pay 
from the Elba Police Department. 

It will be up to the Elba City 
Council whether to continue or end 
Patrick’s suspension, or to terminate 
him from the police force. 

Chief Whitworth also discounted 
the rumor of an investigation into 
the Elba Police Department by the 
Alabama Ethics Commission. 

The chief declined any further 
comment on the charges against 
Officer Patrick saying that it is still 
an ongoing investigation.

Some flood victims - business 
owners and homeowners - did not 
+ have insurance while others did. 
Those not having insurance are 
dealing with state and federal 
} agencies (AEMA, FEMA and 
| SBA) in getting help to rebuild, 
) while others deal with their insur- 
ance company. 

There have been incidents where 
} business owners and homeowners 
| have been pleased with the 
} response of their insurance compa" 
' nies while others have not. 

There is a company - I.C.C. 
' Incorporated - which has located in 
) Elba to help flood victims. 

They will assist individuals who 
} are not completely pleased with 
} their insurance company’s 

appraisal and adjustment of their 
flood damage. 

“Being victimized by a major 
| insurance catastrophe is no laugh-

cept of our own persons based sole 
ly on the descriptions of others and 
whatever info our fingertips could

Perspective and perception may 
not be everything in life, but they 
define our view of things in ways 
from which we are not easily liber- 
ated.

THE PRESSBOX

I have never been spooked by the weather, but in the past six weeks the 
City of Elba has been hit with a flood, countless thunder storms and at least 
five tornado warnings, and I will admit that I now get a little worried every 
time the weather makes a turn for the worse.

**Youth Need to Know: 
America’s Black Heritage - JACK 
JOHNSON - 1878 - 1946 - Born in 
Galveston, Texas, Jack John Arthur 
Johnson was a skinny lad who tray 
eled the country by hitching rides 
on trains, supporting himself by 
working at odd jobs and boxing as 
aun amateur, He became professional 
in 1899 but was unable to compete 
for the championship in the United 
States - an opportunity he gained by 
knocking out Tommy Burns in 
Sydney, Australia, in 1908. His sta 
tus as the world’s first black heavy 
weight boxing champion provoked 
hatred from some Americans, who 
launched a search for the “great 
white hope.” a white boxer who 
could dethrone him. Johnson suc 
cessfully defended his title several 
times, most notably defeating 
James Jeffries, who had been 
coaxed out of retirement to fight 
him in 1910. 

Jazz trumpeter Miles Davis wrote 
in the lines notes for his album 
titted JACK JOHNSON: “The day 
before Johnson defended his title 
against Jim Flynn (1912) he 
received a note: ‘Lie down tomor 
row or we string you up - Ku Klux 
Klan.” Ultimately, Johnson lost the 
title to Jess Willard in) Havana, 
Cuba, in 1915. His career record 
was 78 wins (45 knockouts), 8 loss 
es, and 12 no-decisions. Johnson 
was inducted into the Boxing Hall 
of Fame in 1954. (Black History

City gets $2.7 million to upgrade sewerage

On Wednesday, April 22, Elba 
Mayor James E. Grimes was pre- 
sented a check for just over $2,7 
million. 

The presentation was made by 
Horace H. Horn, Jr., State Director 
of USDA Rural Development in 
Alabama, as a part of the U. S, 
Department of Agriculture’s obser- 
vance of Earth Day. 

The monies will be used to fund a 
Sanitary wastewater project within 
the city of Elba. 

Nationally, USDA is investing 
$130 million in wastewater and safe 
drinking water projects in 59 rural 
communities in 37 states. 

Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman commented, “These pro- 
jects will improve the health condi- 
tions, living environment and eco- 
nomic opportunities of more than 
84,000 people in economically dis- 
tressed areas of rural America
